Typesetting Machines.
Toaaibly within aixty daya the govern¬

ment printing eatablishment in Wash¬

ington will be partlyequippedwith type-
setting machines, and government docu-
mentswill be "aet" by the latest im¬

proved apparatui. The work of initall-
ing them will be begun within a ahort
time. While the final arraugements
have not yet been completed the matter
has gone lar enough so that it may be
stated authentically that the machines
will be inatalled and will be working
long before Congress again meeta. The
machinea will firat be tried on the gen¬
eral line of document work, and, if suc-

cesalul, they will "eet" the Congression-
al Kecord next winter. Public Printer
Palmer notified Congress at the last ses-

sion that he would make thia innovation
without requiriug any increa.se of appro-
priation. He stales that he will adopt
the machine which proves to be best.
The compoaitors are now reconciled to
the introductiou of the typesetting ma¬

chines, aa they have been assured that
not one compositor will be displaced.
